The highest temperature in the shade at the Adelaide Observatory during the month was 94°-1 on the 13th; and the lowest, 36°°9, on 
the 2nd. The mean temperature of the month was 61°°6. 


The greatest range of the thermometer in one day, 39°°3, took place on the 138th, viz., from a maximum of 94°1 to a minimum of 44°°8; 
the lowest range, 22°°2, on the 10th. 


The mean height of the barometer was 29°933 inches; the maximum, 30462 inches, occurred on the 27th; and the minimum, 29°320 inches 
on the 8th.
